There \a now peudinpt before a Jury 


appointed by the United States Circuit 
Court an interesting inquiry relating to 
the value of a piece of land to be con- 
demned by the Government and to be 
incorporated iu the Gettysburg National 
Park. Thei land for agricultural pur- 
poses is practically valueless, but it ia 
located in one of the most interesting 
and most frequently visited parts of the 
Battlefield and upon it a citizen of Get- 
tysburg has built up a basiueas. The 
question is as to what value attaches 
to the land by reason of this business. 


The courts hold, it seems, that the 


profits arising from a business located on 
a certain piece of property cannot be 
considered in estimating the value of 
that property under condemnation pro- 
ceedings, but that the market or selling 
value fixes the amount of consideration 
for it, market value being not only the 
intrinsic value of the property, but also 
the value arising from the uses to which 
it may be put. 


It was determined by the jury, in the 


present instance, therefore, that the 
profits made by Mr. Tipton from the 
business conducted at Tipton's Park 
cannot enter into the question of the 
value of his park, bat that its value is to 
be determined aa a piece of property 
located as it is. without reference to Mr. 
Tiptou's personal connection with it. 


It would appear as a business proposi- 


tion that a tract of land valuable as a 
business place and unique in its charac- 
ter, the busiusss beiug conducted thereon 
returning a profit by reason of its 
peculiar location, should have a value 
commensurate with the money-making 
capabilities of that business. 


The estimates of value placed upon 


the tract 
e witnesses 
differed 


widely, ranging from 43,000 to $30,000, 
the variance arising, we have no doubt, 
from the differing points of view taken 
by those who testified. 


THE transactions on the New York 


Stock Exchange culminating last Thurs- 
day in the sale of Northern Pacific stock 
at $1,000 a share, are without a parallel 
in stock; operations. Northern Pacific 
stock could 
not, 
under any circum 


stances, be worth $1,000 a share. It is a 
4 per cent, security, and at $1,000 would 
yield the investor lass than one-half ot 
one per eent. If the control of this stock 
was essential to the control of another 
railroad it is conceivable that the pro- 
moters of the consolidation might be 
willing to pay much more than the par 
value of the stock in order to carry out 
their plans.

During the paet week a number of the 


shares of tlie Gettysburg & Petersburg 
Turnpike Co., which runs in part from 
Gettysburg to Littleetown, have been 
bought by John A. Cox, of thie place, rep- 
resenting a syndicate, we are informed, 
and it is slated that the whole block of 
stock, 905 Bhares, ia to be purchased.

LAND CONDEMNATION. 


The Hearing Before the Jury Appointed 


.. Condemn Tiplon's Park-Value Var- 


ies, $3,000 io $30,000, Accord- 


ing to Witnesses. 


The Jury appointed by the U. 


Circuit Court to determine the value of the 
land known as Tipton's Park, on the Bat- 
tlefield of Gettysburg, to be condemned by 
the Government, held its first meeting 
in the Court-house here last Tuesday at 
noon. 
Major liobert Bell was chosen 


Foreman, and Henry L. Bream, Secre- 
tary, the other members of the jury being 
Hon. 
J. 
U. Neely, 
John. Al. 
War- 


ner, Solomon D. Mebring, Wm. A. Mcll- 
henny aud George Baker. Tuesday after- 
noon they viewed the land in question. 


Tue hearing of testimony was begun 


Wednesday morning, when the case was 
opened by W. C. Sheely, Esq., who repre- 
sents Hon. W. H. Tipton, the owner of the 
laud. 


Mr. Tipton was the first witness called 


and during his testimony au iniportaut 
question as to evidence arose —whether 
or not he should be allowed to state the 
amount of the profits made from the busi- 
ness conducted by him ou tins land. The 
jury having deciued i>hat tney would bear 
tuia testimony as to the amount of busi- 
ness done, Mi. Tipton stated tuat during 
the year 1'JOO his gross receipts amouuteu 
to $3157.28. The gross leuenns of former 
years he could not state, 
lie purchased 


tne land, almost Iii acres, in about 1892, 
aud began using it ae a park a year or two 
later. 
He conducts there a restaurant aud 


a photogiapb stand, and sells relics and 
eouveuirs. The business, he testified, has 
Deen increasing from year to year and the 
park has been the principal stopping place 
lor excursionists. 
lie B&ated that he be- 


lieves the property to be worth 430,000. 


A number of otuer witutjfcsea were called. 


They testified that tuey were acquainted 
witu the property and the character ol 
business being done there, that this par- 
ticular place is the most suitable ou the 
Battlefield for a park and a stopping point 
for visitors, and it appeared tuat the esti- 
mates oi value placed on the property by 
tne. witnesses were made up from a know- 
ledge or suppobed knowledge of the money 
to be made at this particular point. The ea- 
tminti-s varied somewhat aud the following 
are the values placed upon the land by the 
wituerHKB meutioned : John A. Cox, $30,- 
000; Jacob C. Hchriver, $25,000; N. G. 
Wilson, *25,000; John A. Meuchey, $30,• 
OOU; Joseph Redding, fclio.OOO ; M. K. 
.Stailaanth, $25,00'} ; Emauuel Plank, $25,- 
000 ; Jacob Kitzinillur, $20,000 ; Pomose 
Myers, ij^O.OOO ; J. T. Hamell, $20,000. 


Mr. Cox stated that in hia judgment the 


railroads bring here annually 100,000 peo- 
ple.

W. II. Tipton, who testified that 


she conducts the bneiuees at the park, 
stated that during the summer aa many as 
2000 to 3000 people visit the park in one 
day in busy seasons.

The Government ia represented by S. J. 


M. McCarteil, District Attorney, Middle 
District, of Harrihburg, W. il. Stewart, 
Aeaibtaut District Attoruey, U. S. Circuit 
Court, of Philadelphia, and S. 8. JN'uely, 
Eeq,, ol Gettysburg. 


In his opening address to the jury Mr. 


McCarrell referred to that bo Jy'a represen- 
tation ol 75,000,000 people, and said that 
there ia no intention on the part of the 
Government to do any injustice to a pri- 
vate citizen, that Mr. Tiptou had not paid 
in all more than 3>2500 lor the properly to 
be condemned, that, the historic value 
which attaches to the land was in it when 
Mr. Tiptou purcl'lsed it and that it would 
be shown by witnesses that the tract is not 
worth more than (rum $3,000 to 85,000. 


At this point the ]ury adjourned until 


Thursday tnoiuing. 


The fiist witness called at that time waa 


Col. 
John P. Nicholson, chairman of the 


Gettysburg National Park Commission. 
He stated during his testimony that the 
proceedings to condemn the trolley road 
which rune by Tipton's Park, have not 
been abandoned aud that they would be 
resumed iu the near future. 
He ncknow- 


,edged having received a communication 
statiug that he (Mr. Tipton) would allow 
the Government to build an avenue over 
his land free of charge. He identified a 
paper presented to him which purported 
to be a report to the U. S. .Senate of the 
tracts ol land, 35 in number, now owned 
by the United States and the price paid for 
each. 
The jury excluded this evidence ae 


not bearing on the question of the value 
of the tract in question. 


L. Y. Diller stated, among other things, 


that he believes that the gross income 
from the business conducted at the pork 
would not exceed $10 per day.

The 28th Regiment, during ita term of 


service, lost 2 officers and 38 men killed in 
battle and had the reputation of being the 
most willing body of men in the volunteer 
inea. 


Organized at Camp Meade July 19,1899, 


they left for San Francisco in September. 
On Oct. 25 they set sail for Manila, reach- 
ing there Nov. 22. Since then they have 
participated in a number of battles and 
skirmishes, among the more prominent 
being their heroic defense of Taal; at Tan 
Canhuna, where they defeated Aguinaldo'e 
regiment of bolomen ; their brave atand at 
Pntol Bridge ; Gen. Wbeaton's expedition 
to South Luzon and many Others, up until 
the time of their sailing for the United 
States, March 10 last. 
After a 37 days' 


journey they landed at San Francisco 
April 16 and were mustered out of the ser- 
vice May 1st. 


The boys do not apeak very encourag- 


ingly of the condition of the Philippines 
at the present time. They Bay that while 
the islands can doubtless be made very 
productive in time, they are at present 
in a deplorable state.

WHITEWASH 
AND OTHER WASHES. 


HOW TO MIX THE INGREDIENTS SO AS TO 


GET THE COLOR DESIRED. 


A good coat of. whitewash is better 


than charity—it not only covers a multi- 
tude of defects, but it prevents others. 
Its application 
seems to profiuce a 


thrifty look, as well as to add neatness 
to surroundings. 
Freshly whitewashed 


outbuildings greatly brighten up the 
farm surroundings. 
"Whitewash sweet- 


ens and purifies, and it is also a good pre- 
server of woods; its application will de- 
stroy many insects and their larvae that 
are secreted in the rough places and 
crevices of boards and walls. Every 
spring the Weekly Biltimore Sun is 


. asked for whitewash formula. The fol- 


lowing is the formula for making the 
wash used for coating rough brick walls 
and is employed by the United States 
Government for painting lighthouses. 
It effectually prevents moisture from 
striking through: Takeof ftesb cement 
three parts, and of clean, fine aaud one 
part; mix with fresh nuter thoroughly 
This gives a gray or granite color, dark 
or l.glit, according to the color of the 
cement. 
If brick color is desired, add 


enough Venetian red to the mixture to 
produce the color. If a very light coloi 
is desired, lime may be used with the 
cement and sand. Care must be taken 
to have ail Ihe ingredients well mixed 
together. 
In applying the wash the 


wall inuat be wet with clean, fresh 
water; then follow immediately with the 
cement wash. This prevents the bricks 
from absorbing the watar from the wash 
too rapidly aud gives time for the ce- 
ment to set. 
The wash must be well 


stirred during the application. 
The 


mixture is to be made as thick as can be 
applied conveniently with a whitewash 
brush. It is admirably suited for brick 
work, fences, etc., but it cauuol be used 
to advantage over paint or whitewash. 
What is known as the government 
whitewash, and ia considered the best 
that can be made, is as follows: Take 
one-bait bushel of nice unslaked lime, 
slake it with boiling water, cover it dur- 
ing the process to keep in the steam. 
Strain the liquid through a fine aieve 
or strainer, and add to it one peck ol 
salt, previously well dissolved in waim 
watei; three pounds of ground nee 
boiled to a thin paste aud stirred in boil- 
ing hot; one-half pound Spanish whiting 
and a pouud of clean glue which has 
been previously dissolved by soaking it 
well and then hanging it over a slow 
lire in a small kettle within a large one 
tilled with water. Add five gallons hot 
water to the mixture, stir well arid let 
it stand a lew days covered from the 
dirt. H should be put on right hot. 
For this purpose it can ba kspt m a ket- 
tle on a portable turnaco. About a pint 
of this mixtuie, if properly applied, will 
cover a square yard on the outside of a 
house. 
Brushes more or less small 


should be used, according to the neat- 
ness of the job required. It answers aa 
well as oil paint for wood, brick or 
atone, and is cheaper. 
It retains Its 


brilliancy for many years. 
There is 


nothing of the kmd that will compare 
with it, either for inaide or outside walls. 
Coloring matter may bepiu in and made 
of any shade you like. Spanish brown 
stirred in will make red pink, more or 
less dsep, according to the quantity. A 
delicate tiuge of this is very pretty for 
inside walla. Finely pulverized common 
clay, well mixed with Spanish brown, 
makes a reddish stone color. Yellow 
ochra stirred in makes yellow wash, but 
chrome goes further and makes a color 
Keiierally esteemed prettier. 
In all 


these cases the darduess of the shades, 
of course, is determined by the quantity 
of coloring uued. It is ditlieult to make 
rules, because tastes are different. 
It 


would be best to try experiments upon 
a sbmgle and let it dry. 
Green must 


uot be mixed with lime. It destroys 
the color, and the color has an effect 
upou the whitewash which makes it 
ciack and peel. When walla have been 
badly smoked and you wish to have them 
a clean white, it 13 well to squeeze mdi- 
KO plentifully through a bag into the 
water you use before it ia stirred into 
the whole mixture. If a larger quantity 
than live gallons be wanted, the same 
proportion should 
be observed. 
The 


lollowirjg :s specially recommended for 
interior work: "Slake a peck of lime 
till it is thick and creamy. 
While u is 


hot mix with it t. pint of linseed oil aud 
one-quarter pound of glue, previously 
dissolved in water. 
Let the mixture 


stand several hours before applying it. A 
little lampblack duaolvod iu vinegar aud 
mixed with whitewash gives a giayisb 
tint, which may be preferable to pure 
white; a little umber gives a fawn color, 
and yellow a cream tint. Very little 
coloring matter should be used, or the 
shade will be too dark." Another re- 
i'ipe for outdOGi whitewashing, where 
glue is consRleted too expensive, is to 
use instead half a pound of salt to a peck 
of lime. It 13 claimed that-salt and glue 
are the best ingredients to prevent the 
whitewash tubbing off. In aiming to 
get any desired shade, bear m mind the 
colored washes dry up about two shades 
lighter than they appear when wet. To 
do good smooth whitewashing an appli- 
cation of two or three coats should be 
made where rough places are covered 
for the first time.

THE FARMER'S CAPITAL STOCK-SOIVIE SUG- 


GESTIONS AS TO FEEDING. 


If we are to juJge ot the future by Hie 


past, we can well afford to spell it witb a 
capital II, because hogs have been capi- 
tal atock uot only during the past year or 
two years, but for the past ten years. 
Talk about profits I Iii tiie fall of 1899 j 
we sold our timothy hay for ten dollars 
a ton and made a good profit on it. We 
took the money and bought corn out of 
the field at 81 cents a hundred. Last 
summer we fed it to the pigs and realized 
over 90 cents a hundred for it. 
What 


has paid better on the farm during the 
past ten years, taken as a whole, thau" 
the swine industry, if properly rnanagedf 
There has not been a single year ia all 
that time that we have realized less than 
40 cents a bushel for all the corn fed to 
the hogs during the entire year, whilst 
during the past year it has paid not less 
than G5 cents. During tiiat time we fed 
one individual bunch during the winter 
that paid us 87} cents and another sold 
earlier tuat realized us 75 cents; this 
was the time hogs got up to 7 cents a 
pound, but as we sold some still earlier 
at a lower price we did not consider that 
we realized over 70 cents "a. bushel for all 
of the corn fed to hogs during the entire 
year, brood sows and all. Last fall we 
sold our timothy hay early for something 
over 8700, and we realized a good profit 
on it, lor we iiad a fair crop. Willi the 
money we purchased 1,000 bushels of 
corn, shelled measure, and thirty tons of 
mill feed. Basides this, we had about 
2,300 bushels of corn after disposing of 
our last year's crop of hogs, aud we 
started in for the year 1901 with ninety 
fall pigs for the spring market; twenty 
old brood sows to farrow for the last of 
February and fliat of March for the early 
fall.maiket, and twenty-live young sows 
to farrow later, that we will run on 
c'lover during the summer, with a liberal 
feed of corn, and about the lust of No- 
vember they will be fed heavier for the 
January market. The truth of the mat- 
ter is, on our farm, hogs are hank stock- 
and all money received from the sales of 
timothy hay and all of the surplus proGls 
of the farm are invested in their feed in 
any form we can buy it the besl antl 
cheapest aud realize the greatest profits. 
All there is to do is to provide them with 
good, wairn, dry quarters and a nice 
nest, and they will convert more teed 
into cash in a shorter length of time thau 
any other animal on the farm. Sow a 
field to peas and they will 150 in and har- 
vest them without putting the owuei 
to any expense whatever, and use it to 
balance up their rations of clover and 
make the owner a nice profit. When 
they have accomplished this they are 
ready to hatyest tho coru in like man- 
ner and leave the land in better shape so 
far as fertility is concerned than when 
they took possession of it, and this is no 
small item when compared with commer- 
cial fertilizers at present prices. Now is 
the time to plow for ucxt winter's ieed- 
uig, and with the present high prices of 
mill feed, it stands tha swine breeder in 
hand to find a substitute that will bal- 
ance the corn ration. So far nothing 
has been found better than mangel wur- 
zels and well cured clover hay cut green. 
Corn alone makes a poor food for young 
pigs and brood sows. It is too rich iu 
heat and fat-forming qualities and needs 
something more bulky and rich in bone 
and muscle-forming foods to make a 
well-balanced ration. This we find es- 
pecially in the mangel wurzels. If you 
have never raised any, plant a patch this 
spring and you will be surprised at the 
results.—WALTEK TOJILIXSON-, in Ohio

SHEEP AND THE FORESTS. 


It has been charged that weeds and 


other less desirable plants take tue place 
of the native forage plants when the 
native plants, including grasses, are graz- 
ed upon continuously by sheep. So far, 
however, as the writer's observations go 
ia Montana, the exact reverse of this ia 
true; and it may be slated as a general 
proposition for that State that the con- 
tinued grazing by sheep brings about the 
gradual extermination ot all weeds tx- 
cept a few which are not regularly eaten 
by those animals. In fact, this matter 
has long been recognized by a number of 
the more prominent sheep men; and 
several of these have informed me that 
according to their experience the only 
plants which had become or could be- 
come weeds on the range were those 
which the sheep would not eat. 
It is 


well known that native and introduced 
grasses endure continued close cropping 
far better than other plants ; and, as a 
result, the grasses come to occupj the 
ground as the other plants are gradually 
exterminated by sheep. In some locali- 
ties the writer observed two aggreaive 
plants which were gradually spreading ; 
autl as far as they had extended they oc- 
cupied the ground almost completely. 
These plants were a native species of 
plantain and cujckweed, whicli were un- 
desirable as forage, and were never eaten 
by sheep. 


It may be found desirable to limit the 


number of oheep which are allowed to 
graze in the forest reservations; and 
from conversation with a number of 
sheep raisers the writer has concluded 
that the majority of these men would be 
glad to co-operate with the Government 
in maintaining the forest, reservations in 
their present condition, in preventing 
fires, m protecting timber in other ways, 
and in preventing any evil effects of over- 
grazing. As already stated, fires in the 
mountains where sheep are being grazed 
are of more menace to sheep men than 
to any other private individuals. 
The 


sheep may be caught in the Ore and 
burned, or they may be left without for- 
age by the burning of the dry grasses 
and weeds. 
The prevention of tires 


is, therefore, of immediate interest to 
the sheep owners. 
These men desire to 


giaze their sheep in the mountaius from 
year to year, and are therefoie anxious 
to preserve the forage plants in as good 
condition as possible. So far as observa- 
tions were made by the writer, no deter- 
ioration could be seen in any mountain 
range where sheep were grazed.—By 
EARLY VEIOTON WILCOX in the May 
forum.

the San Gabriel valley during the latter 
days of March ot the present year, load- 
ed with select otaDjjes eoncigDed to a 
commisBion firtn in cue of tha great 
Eastern markets. It was a bright, freah, 
appearing car, with ail the modern cold 
storage appliances, recently put, m order 
for the fruit shipping season, which was 
at its incbptioD.

derous tram similarly fq'iipped, loaded 
and destined. 
The journey had an un- 


eventful bdgiuninK arid hart progressed 
to a point in the distant .Rockies without, 
especial incident. For days the limvj 
laden train tmmutd witli a sturdy crew, 
wound its way on its long j mrney over 
the Sierra Madie aud Sierra Nevada 
mountains up the gradual slopes, east- 
bouud, across the continental divide, 
through numerous villa^s, over sage 
brush plains and sandy deserts, faithful 
toils mission and its destination. The 
great train, with its precious cargo of 
golden fruit, drawn by double headers, 
had tolled through Eastern California, 
Aiizona and a portion of New Mexico; 
it bad climted the rugged steeps of the 
Rockies, plunged into aud through the 
preat tunnel at the crest of that range, 
and started on its downward Might to 
Trinidad, not far to the east, when the 
seusationa) incident ot the j mruej trans- 
pired.

No. 1,849 'iad mysteriously and 


strangely disappeared. 
At Ritou, a 


division slation on the Santa Fa, that 
i articular car, with others, had been 
noted in the conductor's report and 
turned over to a new crew. Stiangely 
this car did not appear in the train re- 
pot ta when Trinidad was reached. The 
ill-fated car had dropped from sight as 
if swallowed uu by the earth, and iis 
miraculous disappearance could uot be 
explained by the train crew. The mys- 
tified trainmen were "called upon the 
carpet" aud subjected to a searching iu 
quiry as to the whereabouts and magi 
cal disappearance of No. 4 S49. The be 
wildered conductor could oifer no sola 
tiou of the mystery that surrounded the 
lost car. 


After many days of perplexity, con- 


fusion and annoviug investigation, a 
cowboy, m charge ol' his herd, reported 
a strange discovery which cleared away 
Ihe mystery. No. 4,849 was laying in 
the base of a piecipice embankments, in 
a thicket of underbrush, with its sides 
distended, its roof bulging and a confus- 
ed mass of choice orangps appearinj 
through the clefts of its wrecked out- 
lines. The car was laying on its side 
dismounted trora its trucks, a mass o 
ruins, with its contents preserved by the, 
cnap mountain air under a cloudlees 
sky.

recovered and the shippers reimbursed. 


The wreck of 4849 lies deep in the 


gorge into which it plunged, the monu- 
ment of one of the most singular acci- 
dents in the annals of the Santa Fe 
road.—Los Anyelcs Herald.
